In looliiiig over tha 
record of 'the ilroe expended by our Meni- 
betRof Aaiembly duiinu' iLe prtsiwit sesoiuii, 
TPe find that from ih'c 3il of Septombor, (the 
opening of llie Uouaif) to llio end of Marcli' 
thora were 92 days on which our IcBislolora 
met, and did Komelhing (wo mi-nn liierally); 
11 on wbiob tbe;^met kntl.did nothtn^— no 
qaoinm liiivin^ been preeeni ; and 60 duyii 
(exolueive of Sundays) un wliich they neillier 
met nor did anything, la September, tliere 
were 9 days on which the House met; In 
Ortobt-r ihere were 18 days ; iu November, 
10 (liiyw; in December, 'J; in Janaary, 11; in 
^ F«btaaty,^7) and ill Maich, 18. The num- 
ber of buura cuiiRumed on the nvernge waa 
On< and a half erch day, inakini:; 138 liouis 
. during ibis past six mc/uths. But tu oiiriy 
ont' figures n little fnrlher ; wc find that in 
brder to give this hour and-k-liati'a ottendance, 
the Diembera aire*:' obliged to make a lurther 
BBoriBce of three>quarlers ol an hour each 
da; 10 going to and lelurning from the legii 
Iiilive building.

fuiil time lal(en up in the House of Afi>cnibly. 
Vtna lliere ever niij tiling more lIuirQUjihly 
grolecque ilian lliisT Luuisialiuii must surely 
iecm to our Assknibly-men a Inxury tlifit 
cannot be indulged in very muob at a time. 
Their delicate iutellcctual appetites muil not 
run the risk of suliety with loud of such ranly 
and richness. A lew crumbs per day of tlila 
ambrosia' diet are all that can be taken with 
safety. Other legislaiive bodies may have 
the temerity to indulge extensively in the de- 
lioacy— may ruith at it with a ' vulgar vi" 
gor that indicates n plebeian health — but oi:r 
refined law-makeis will nibble aud sip as 
geiitly ns the tiniest truullet. 

It Ir strange that we cannot, ia llie absence 
ol ability to improve on etber countries, at 
least content ourselves with imitafng them. 
There is to vant of legialutlve examples. 
From the " first deliberative assemblage in 
thtt world" 10 li e sniullrst provincial purlia.- 
menl on ihe ollitr siilti of the American 
continent, — from the least of the Australian 
Atsemblles to the Oalifornia Senate— we 
have abundant instances of legislative 
labor. Jq each and all of these bodies we 
sball find an enruestneas displuyed in getlin); 
Ihroogli the work of a se.ssion, and wo sball 
see despaipli llio " oriier" of every day. 
Legislation dcies not iltvindic down to an 
iiour and a-hnll'a irrelevaot twaddle, but 
rises to Ihe highest and most important vo- 
cation of man. We shall have lo lollow in 
the footsteps of our superi'us in kiinwIedicB 
and e.Npericnco. Our members nf Assembly 
must do Ihe work ol leK'slaling in a work 
manlike manner, even if iliey should lay 
themselves open to the charge of makiug u 
business of politics — or in otber words of 
endeavoring to undersiunl what tbey 
-are about. They wiil have lo de. 
vote in the luiuro si.v hours a day 
to the bnsiiie.is of tlin country, or givH 
up u ponitioii lhe!r private vocaliooH i.%ill noi 
allow tbem properly to fill. The legiflatiun 
of ibe colony caunot be conducted in a satix- 
factory or profilable manner otherwise. An 
boor ond a half u day lo public aff.iirs h tlit 
veriest triding, and llic matter is I'ol im- 
proved liy llie fact timt lliB niajdi ity of Ihe 
members know nolhing uliiiui the business ol 
the day uiitU they enter the legiolalive build- 
ing. Our nesaions, as we have prBriuuslj 
shown, sill. nlil iiol extend beyond six weeks 
The last iniin'.lis'work cnuld, by llie ilevu- 
tiiHi of s..\ Imiirs II day, have been cumpresneil 
into iweiily lliree ilu).«; and insli'aii of si.xt.v- 
nine hours havinj.' been lost in itio peruinbn- 
lalions across James Bay, there would have 
been but seventeen — a saving lo the mem- 
bers of Ibirty nine of their present daya ol 
legislation.

love ol the lbi:■.^^ This sort id Htalniluo^ 
imm'ilalion by some meiins i.r oilier does noi 
feem lo pay. Our American and Caiiadiai 
brethren, we are modest enousb lo presume, 
know more about these matters than even 
the wise meu of lbi»lPar West, and lliey hav. 
concluded many j ears ago, thai paiil servm.- 
are the cheapest. If we can oblain men abh 
and willii..!,' to woik in the llniise of Assam 
bly a reasonable no'iinor ol hours n day fui 
simply the honor ol ihc thing, vro are quin 
willing lo accci t wiih gratitude their patriotic 
services; but so far we have not been sufli- 
oi' llylnvViy" cutch hold ol this eina.-', ami 
from n earelul survey over our political area, 
we ccinfess we see no hope o( gaining sucl.

Ha had noYor heard the Hpoal;er ut- 
ter a single remark which could possibly be 
intefpraled in soy. wny to express disloyal 
lentiments. lie would state that had disloyal

by the boo. Speaker or any body else, he 
would at once have denounced them, as 
would, he was convinced, every bon. mern- er 
intbo House (hear, hear). . He would remark 
in addition, that be tbought it no treason 
whutever to speak in strong terms of any dis- 

faiMbt which might be laid before the House. 
far-'ii tho hoii. Speaker was concerned, he, 
(Mr.-DeO.) bad known the hun. Speaker lor 
(be laat tiz .yenra, and there had beon occu> 
nioDS during that time when ho hud manlully 
and nobly showo bis loyally to the Imperial 
CJovRrnnient (bear, hear);- and till tho present 
day be believed him to be possessed ol the

(Applause.) 

Dr. Trimble was almosl ashamed to get up 
to Bupport such n rnoiioii; but he would simp- 
ly say Uiat he believed the bon.

IKCORPOHATION BILL. 

The House went into ODnimitlco on ihi'! 
bill, Mr. Biyloy in llie chair. 

On Section 3, enacting and cotflrming Ibe 
by-law of March, 1803, 

Mr. DdC'osrnos brou^.ht forward tbo follow- 
ing amendment: — 

That all liceiiso maneys that havn been 
paid in conformity with the provisions of the 
by-law passed by the ilayor nod Council of 
tho City of Victoria, on the IStb day ul iMarcIi 
181)3. nod conlirmed by a vole of the electors 
of said cily on tho 26lh March, 18(5:}, by any 
person or corporation, are hereby eiiaoted, 
and declared to be and lo have been lawfully 
paid, whether such licenses shall have been 
paid undar protest or nut. 

Mr. Franklii»> objected strongly lo the 
amount of Inxaa proposed to bo collected by 
tbo afflondmont, which he said would inoru 
Ihnn equal the whole Civil List, which bou. 
ineinbets had ho eloquently doclaimed agains'. 
lie advocated a loan of $00,000, which would 
nllord tho city abundant funds to carry on all 
necessary improvements, and'went;at;UDgtfa 
inlo the suhjec;. He would 'mo\ro' tb'at'Sec- 
tion 3 be struck out. 

Mr. DeCosmns said the hoa.geatleman had 
made the inodt extraordinary speech ho hu>! 
ever beard in this House. 

Dr. Trimble said be perfectly undorslood 
the speech oflh.^ lion, member for Ihe city — 
(Mr. Ftaid(liii). Ho raeunt that lliosa who had 
naid their taxes should havo ibein refunded, 
(langbtor). 

Mi. Youog said hia bon. colloagua entirely 
misunderstood the question; by his proposi- 
tion the back, taxes would not be legalized, 
and conaeqaentty would have to be lelumled 
(hear, bear). 

The amecdment vat earried, Mr. Franklin 
diisenliiig. 

On seotion 4, enactiog and conGrming Ihe 
real estate by~law of December, 1863, 

.'Mr. Franklin said be would ool^ repeat 
thb obaerTOiioris he bad made' on the previous 
seotion. He moved that Ihe section bu struck 
out, and the following inserted; — 

That liny receipt licrBtofore given for inon- 
oys paid into the city treasury ns l«.\08 on 
roal e.^tlato under tbo by-law ol Doceiuber, 
18G3, may be tendered to and shall be re- 
ceived by llio Colonial Treasurer ns so much 
cush in puytneiit of any city l,i.\es en roal 
estate authorised to be iinnosud by tlii.-i Act. 

Mr. DeOoainos oppc-ed tho niticndinerit ; 
by the present bill the city will bo enabled 
(o rai.'C, with the amount now due, a revenun 
of SlU 550. Deducting the amount tor 
whioli the city is liable, the lolnl revenue loll 
the citv to be e.xptiidcd in iinptovenienla, .to., 
&o., w'ill be about $12,000. Ho nioveil that 
section -l be lafl as it dandH. 

Mr. Young said the sura required to pay 
(ifT tho liabilities of tho oily would be abunt 
.Sl-1,000. The ta.x due under the by-law 
was about §13,000 but not more th.m 31 1,000 
could be enllecled. Ho would iisk why 
those who had nol paid liiis ta.v slioald cj- 
cape? (Hear, bear.) 'I'lio l'u;i aniouut 
which con be collected by tbo other provi- 
sions is about S'JO.OOO or S2,'),O0O, and de- 
ducting the liabilities' of the cily they woivld 
not be more than 812,090. Hu thonghl the 
revenue of tho oily had hcrelolore been 
most judiciously expended and had groatly 
improved tho value of property in the ciljy 
Tbo hon. gentleman opposed the system of 
pledging tho credit of tho colony I'ur the 
municipality, ae being likely to injure its 
standing abroad. 

Mr. Franklin characterised the remarks 
of his hoD, colleegae aa extremely trivial. 

'I'he ameodmaot waa lost,*Mr. Franklin 
only in the alHrmativa, and the section wa^i 
passed na rend. 

liou.vuARiKs or THE CiTV. — The cornmillee 
after some axamiuation postponed the di:- 
cussiouof this aubjeot, nndreported prograsi. 

THE SCHOOL QOESTION. 

Dr. Powell gave notice that lie would 
more that a roq^uest be sent lo Hia Excel- 
lency requesting him to delay the appiopria- 
tiou of the SSOOO TOted to build a suliool- 
house on tho Iteaerve, pending' the action of 
the school committee in drawing up a bill, 
and also to provide a suQioient sum lor the 
temporary provision of a public common 
sohool in tho cily.

The Canadian Parliament was . opened on 
Friday, lilth inst., by his Excellency Lord 
Mbneic. Tha ''Uoyal Spsecli'' I send yon in 
cxten.io. and leave you to draw your own con- 
ciusious from it. I ni.iy remark, however, 
that the speech nuggesls sovor.-il innasures i,f 
groat practionl i npurlaiice. I hope the onpi - 
siiioii will judge it proper to discuss nnd dis- 
posiB ol those questions on their own merit.', 
altlioiigh from the animus they displayed 
last session I am afraid that" might will 
mako right'' and that there will be little for- 
bi/arance on uitliur side. Tho following pa- 
ragraphs from tho speech may be of intere.'t 
to your readers, as in connoclion with the 
Overland Route : 

''luilore.ieen obstacles have relarded Ilia 
furvoy ol tb;> prniiosed railnay ln'tweon thu 
Province ai;il : :.e sister Cidouies of Nova 
Scotia and Nj.v Jiriiiiswick. Arr^iigoinonl.s 
aro, ho»VfiVcr,-iiow in progress, whieh I trust 
will s.ion lead lo the execution of thM pre- 
liiiiiniiry work, the re^ilt of wliioli will en- 
able all parlies to form a more satisfactory 
stimate lluui is possible at present of thu 
expense and ptaelieubility of tho proposed 
uiiilorlakiiii;. j 
riia condition ol tlie vast region lying to 1 
thu north-west of lha Beltlnd purliuiis uf tlii! 
Province, is daily becoming a (iiiustion of 
greater iutorest. I hare corisaleied it ad- 
visable to open a correspondenoo with the 
Imperial (i.ivernmont, with a view to arrive 
at a precise definition of ihe goographi'jal 
boundaries of Canada in that direclion. 
Such a definition of boundary is a dosirablu 
proliminary to lurlhar proceedings with re- 
spect to the vast tracts of land in that iiDar< 
lur belonging to Canada, but not yet brought 
under tho action of our political and muni- 
oifnl system." 

The paragraph in reference to the finances 
iudieatos that Ihe government intend adher- 
ing to their prograimno of hringing the annual 
income lo an equality with the oxpendituro. 
Of course, this is indicative of more taxa- 
tion. What these taxes are lo be levied on 
xa not yet staled. 

The speech also recoiumoudi Iho onlargo- 
ineiit of the canals, so as to ensuro a largo 
share of the western trade. There is no 
doubt if wo can open a highway of Buflieient 
capacity to pass ships sf sutliciuat barlhen to 
cross the Ailnniio is safety, wo will secure a 
large share of the carrying trade of Ibe Fur 
West. Much of the future prosperity of 
Canada depends on the adoption of some 
such policy. 

Eroiii the reference made to iho North-west 
territory, aud Iroin the course His Excollency 
has taken on this subject, doubtless, tho 
whole question of boundary, sattlemeiit, 
riglit.i, &.C., wiil bo brought out, and good 
cannot fail lo result from any judi'jious in- 
quiry made about this interesting porlion of 
Briiisli territory. You u tra mountaineers 
c.innot fail to leal a deep interest in iho para- 
graph above quoted ; I hope it indicates a 
delerniination to open up that vast region for 
setllement, and that it will soon bo the home 
of a hardy multitude of Anglo-Saxons. 1 
hope yet to see, aud that soon, tbo two iron 
bands nniling Canada and British Columbia, 
anil hear the loooihotive waking np the echoes 
in the gorges of the Rooky Mountains, when 
wo shall have the pleasure of seeing onr 
ttansmontane friends joialug ut on the banks 
uf Ontario, in celebrating our national holi- 
day, the 24th ol nlay. Long may that day 
be our national/e(« day. 

rOl.lTICAL RUMOm. 

Extra.irdinary rumors aro alliat as to the 
Eu Ideii changes among members of Parlia- 
ment. It is 'alleged that Currier, Alor.zo 
Wright, Poupoo, Conger, and F. Jones will 
support the gevetament, and that Dunkiu 
will nol support any want ol coufidenco mo- 
lion, but will try ti e mini«lry by their moas- 
ures. It is said lha niiuistera aro confident 
they will be supported. Tho opposition 
leaders are evidently disturbed and lar from 
confident. These tumorg roust be received 
with caution ; for my own part, I have little 
faith in them, time will try, " as frost trios 
green kale." 

The Quebec correspondent of the Globe is 
quite of opioioa thai the government will be 
sustained, without counting a single one of 
tbo Ottawa men, who havo been the subject 
of so many rumors, and his stutement, besides 
being rehablo in itself, is lully corroborated 
by tho tuna of tho opposition press, and by 
Iho hesilatiiig taelics of tbo opposition load- 
ers.

With tills nrm'\- 
ment, Coniniodoro Walkins entortains no fear 
of piratical crnisors, nod taking into con- 
siikTStion tlio v.ist sizs and ppeod ol tho 
Conautnlioii, even if lio should eneountcr the 
Alabama, he could easily ca| lure or sink 
her. These guns are to ba manned by thu 
crew, who are aa fail at artillery practice. 
Speaking of the Dahlgreu guns, an orrone- 
ons atateniont ivns made recently by one of 
the daily papers, in chronicling a sad acci- 
dent which occurred on the22d of February 
last. The Dahlgreo gttns, now on the Con- 
Biitutiou, formed 'berarmament.wfaen she first 
went to sea. They are of the ordinary pat- 
turn, of iron and rifled. On the 22d of Feb- 
ruary, the Caramodore ordered a salate to 
bo. fiicd by the crew in honor of Washing- 
ton's Eirihday, One of the Quartermasters 
had the vent, and especial instructions were 
given to be particnliir in tho discharge of 
their duly. Although it is customary to lire 
lirieuu-sBeorid guns, he ordered this saluto to 
bo a thiity-aecond one. The fifth discbargo 
— the man at the veiil neglecting bis duty — 
was a pierrature one, tearing oil' tha thunih 
of the tiiiartermiisler, and so injuring the 
man who were No. 1 and No. 2 at the gun 
that they expired in a few hours. This ac- 
cident dill not result from earolossnosa on 
the part of tho ollicers or the condition of 
the gun, an bus beoii staiud, hut from the 
noglect of one who was serving it. It is 
cr|iially untruo that any one cveopt Ihe crow 
ol the (hip, was either solicileil or ordered to 
fire the jiieee. Wo are thus precise in nar- 
rating this iiiifortunato circumstance, aa it is 
nol likely that a similar one will ngain occur. 
The crew of the CJnustitution aro all picked 
men.'Iumiliar with their duties. Her olRcera 
are men «oll nnd favorably kuown for their 
seamanship and thorough knowledge of the 
diSersDl departmsnlsr they have; ohargo of. 
Few if any vessels aQbat can equai;J|ba Oon- 
stitutlou and Qolden City ; and now that °thoy 
aro completely armed, no feari need ba en- 
tertained of a safe nnd speedy voyage— the 
great deaidornta of travelers, ' THo OoDBti^n* 
lion is in splendid order, and ^aU'whtf will 
travel on the leviathan will celtaroly /enjoy 
iheir Toyaga.—iS.

BAtTt.B AND DEt'EAT OV Ylil! SATITIM, GREAT 
LOSS OK URIT13H omCERS ANft MEN'. 

Intelligence, in anticipation of !lio Ovurlaud 
Mail, of a great baltio in New Zealand, has 
arrived. The .A.uoklaod oorrespohtiuhtof the 
Sydney Morninj Herald writes on tho 30th 
November: — 

Tho news whioh I uin able to send you by 
the' prciont mail is, without exception, the 
be«t that I have bad yet to send. The dii" 
appointment sustained at .Merc-More has been 
mor^tha^ made up for by the unexpected 
sn(|Gef9'*w^ialt:rwe havo experience'! at Uang- 
arifi.: Isouro'aly looked for a stand of any 
kind to be made by the Maoriea after they 
deserted Mere-Mere, whioh I well knew to ba 
naturully one of tba atroDgest plaoesju New 
Z'ialand— at'all ovoDte, npliirtbfij woHLiiwiv 
cd out by'gar te^kins wbolesile-iftfssciiiloQ'.of^^ 
ihoir lands antl oaltiTalions; but n'atlves'ban' 
ncvar,itiS''olear, be reckoned upoA.and in 
this ease tb.ey pursued a totally unexpected 
ooiirae. . On Friday, the 20th Nov., just four 
weeks after Ihe Manuku fight (our last ssri- 
ous'brnsh with ibe enemy) the Qenoral moved 
up the rivej; friim Me^ePMero,witb the steam 
guh-bnats,'wbila be.^.marobedV oonalderabje 
foroa by iiiDd'fn tbe^gurae 'direotion. ^Tbe 
march by land ie sbout 14 miles, while the 
windings of the river make it ooosidarably 
more by water; oonseqoently the Bfternnin 
was well advanced before either our troops 
or our steamotB reached the famous M iori in- 
tronobmenls, Thuso had been the work o( 
about nine monlbs of native skill und labor, 
nnd oxporionce has shown (what was not he- 
lioved) thai they wore very ablv constructed, 
a;) an to offer the vory greoteat obstacles to 
tho assailants. Contrary lo the common ex- 
pectation, the plaeo was fully manned. Grant 
numbers ol iialives showed along the line of 
oarlh^works that frowned in all directions over 
thff lovol approach, nnd were as well con- 
strueleil a.s lliose of the Umsian.s in llia Cri- 
mea. Iliiow uppenrs th t the wlinlu of tho 
Ngatiawa (or proper Waikala) Jriba was 
within thu plaoo — a tribe which has had no 
fightiug siiiee ICoheroa. There wore tmall 
detaeumcnta of other Irjbos, but tie largest

Wo continue tha carrative from the letter 
of the Soulhirn Crost' special correspondent, 
lie says:— 

I have no doubt many will think Ibat our 
loss is very severe oonsidoring tho advantages 
gainoJ. Iu one cenie lliu loss is great ; but 
ilioso who hare seen tho place, and witiio.ised 
the withering volleys that were poiiied upon 
the storming parties, only wonder that the 
casualties were not greater; and it should 
be borne in mind thai our troops were in tho 
open, and the onemy ensconced in Ciimpara- 
tive safety behind hi.s ontrenchraents. The 
lutal force at the Oonararg command (exclu- 
sive of blue-jackets and Marines, whoso 
numbers I have not yet been ablu to ascer- 
tain), atnounteil to 48 ollicers and 1,115 non^ 
commissioned oflieera and men, who started 
tor the scene ol action as follows: — From 
.Mere-Mere tha Uiyal Artillery with two 
guns, Uoyal Kngineers, I2tb, 14th, nud C.'ith, 
with 75 men ol lha -lOth Kegimonl; the ra- 
mainder of the -lOth were conveyed up by 
tho river iu llie gun-boats Pioneer and Avon 
thu force by water being iiitonded to cut off 
the retreat in roar — a inoviirnent which, from 
unavoidable causes, only partially auecioiled. 
Tho arrival of both parties was, ns regards 
time, everything that could bo deyireil.and 
ut Ihe lime that tho guns on shoro opened 
fire the sieainers ware just oppofile the land- 
ing place; but after the Pioneer had cast oil 
the small guirbouts. which had materially 
assisted to steer her on the passage up, it 
became a matter of great difficulty to got 
bar alongside the bank, (9 on account of her 
great length Ihe eSeet of the wind and cur- 
leiit wan so great aa to render her almost un- 
mauagcablu. During all thia lime the guo- 
Imats and Csplain Mercer's battery were 
keeping np a heavy fire ol shell upon the 
enemy's position, to which they replied by 
firing their pieces, sometimse singly and 
again in volleys, doing no dengue, our men 
being far oat of range, Saemg from the 
positioD of the steamer that it did not appear 
likely that she would soon bo able to elTael a 
landing of the troops, and the afternoon being 
very much advanced, ihe Qoneral ordered an 
advance. The 65tli, being told off for tho 
storming party, advanced in tho following 
order: — No. 1 Company, under Lieut. Tokor, 
in iho centre; No. 2, on tho right, under 
Captain (iresson, and No. 10, under Lieut. 
Talbot on the left. No. 9 made up 100 
strong, under Lieut. Peiinefeatber, formed a 
support about 100 yards in lha rear. From 
tha deck of the staamcr the advance was 
plainly visible, but tha nature of the ground 
prevented thi most impregnablu part of the 
position, which waj over Ibe brow of tha 
hill, from being seen. On tha bugle for tbo 
advance sounding, the men rushed forward, 
led by their ollicers, covering the distance 
winch lay betwcon thom and the object of at- 
tack at a rapid pace, considerinj; that a thick 
scrub covered the whole ground, nnd, under 
a heavy fire from the enemy gained the first 
line ol pits, over which numbers of lliem 
sprung, and engaged tho enemy. In tho ad- 
vance, Captain Grasson received his wound, 
when tho couiinand of the oompany devolved 
on Ensign Spiller. The remainder ol lliu 
land force came tip shortly aftursvards, and the 
enemy were driven from the outer works, and 
took refuge in the heart of the positioD. On 
the advance of our men a.nttmber ol the 
enemy retreated from the first line of pits to 
the rear position, and aa the attaOking force 
inoieased, those who had a way open for es- 
cape made olF to the rear, towaras the swamp. 
Tu cut ilic.e olf, a patty of mon of the 65ih, 
under Ijieiitoiiaiit Feiinefalber, was detached, 
and, after sliirinisliing through tho ti>tree 
alter the Hying enemy, they poured in a lire 
amuug the bush just on the edge of the 
swamp where they were seen to enter in great 
numbers. Ti e elFect was to drive tliein inlo 
llio walor, into which they pluiiycd, ami to 
the number ol mure than 100 ciiniuirtneed 
wading and sivinuniiig lo tlio other side, a 
(lislanee ol a mile. At thia time Ihe stoamer 
had sucooeded in getting alongside, und t'.ie 
troops were quickly ashore, a party taking the 
eouiae round lha right, hjr ti.e swamp ; tlieje 
eaino upon tho swiuiniing wretches, and a 
shower ol bullois was kept up, iinmkers ol 
the rebols buiiig seen lo sink, to rise no inoro 
alive. Only a coiiiparaiive lew escaped by 
finding shelter i.i the dill'erent ])alehos ol 
scrub that wera ECallcrod about hero and 
there. The scattered pi rlions of Ihe enemy 
being difposuil of, the whole of tho troops 
were disiioscil around the intrenchmenls, ju«t 
over the brow of the bill on tho swamp side. 
Ill this position a niiinbcr of lbs ciiomy were 
posted, and several attempts weru made to 
lake it by storm, but from its peculiar forma- 
tion they failed, every otlieor who led being 
either killed or dangerously wounded. The 
only means of access was by a narrow open- 
ing through which only ono could enter at a 
time, thereby rendonag it iinpossiblo for those 
in rear to follow up quii:kly in support. It 
was in these attemptf that the greater part 
of our loss was Incnrrsd. Captain Mercer 
received his wound here. Midshipman Wat- 
klne, of lbs Ouraooa (who, I should have 
mentioned, vraa, with Lieutenant Alexander, 
of the same ship, also wounded, had oharga 
of a 0-poundur Armstrong, and marched 
from Mere-Mere with llie land force), met 
hia death in leading on Ins men. Coinnmnder 
iMiiyno, in lending on the blue-jackets, was 
also wounded, ami (.overa! other olneers were 
wounded in liko manner. Tho Maorics evi.. 
dently know thu importance of this iulot, and 
defended il with great reioliitioii. The hour 
was now gelling lalo, and the Oenoral, find- 
ing that the attempts to taku thu place by 
slo:m wuro only attaudod with loss to tho 
troops without any advantage being gained, 
gave orders for tho pariipcia to be nnder- 
minod and blown up, and the n'lack to be 
dot-jrrod until daylight in llio morning. Ae> 
cordingly, tho whole lorce waj disposed round 
tho poslliou, occupying thu tranches im- 
mediately around. The digging was oom- 
luunecd, hut from the nature ol thu soil, a 
loose sand, it was found impossible to drive 
in any distance, ns tbo earth fell in before 
making much progress. Uowovcr, it had tlio 
cfieot of reduotug considerably the parapets 
'Ob''-t^a iitdd operated upon, and would hure 
ellorded '/a better -road of ini^roas for the 
storming parly, jiyhioji. . was, tq)d oOE toaHnck 
in the morDUig, ' Daring the whole nigbt our 
troops lay aftattdrtbo enemy Ireoplng up a 
fire and Bhouliog and yelling in a most fright' 
manner. ]3u|, DOtwltheisnding all this, Ihoy 
evidently wero'awara of (be Ifop iijto w|)iph 
they bad laller/, that their suooeHa was only 
a toiiiporary one, and that tbo morning wqaid 
gee the attack raiiewod, for so^n after day ,> 
break tha bpqd chief, bearing' a white |}ag, 
itoop up apon the parapet, and oallad for 



some Pakcha who conid tipeak Maori. A'r. 
Qundry, interpreter to tlio I'orops, advanced, 
but in the meanwhile onr men had crept up, 
and tho whole of the party wore surrounded 
before they wera hardly aware of it, so that 
whatever terms 'hey might iiavo beon dis- 
posed lo surrender upon were rendered useless, 
an unconditional onn being Ihoir , only re- 
source. Their lives were thorelore spared 
upon thia condition, and they were oompli- 
meuted by Ihc General upon the brave stand 
iboy made. Tha p irty on baing brought out 
was found to number IS.'i, including one or 
two women, with 175 stand of arms. ,V 
guard wua put upon Ihem, and strangu as it 
appears, but in war il is always so, the men 
who half an hour bclore wore plotting each 
other's destruction viua now chatting and 
laughing logolher, tho Maorios appearing 
quito happy and conloiited, and sensible that 
their lives were perfectly safo in our 
haqdfi . Among llio prisoners aro some 
oblefg'of nolo, tho names of whom I 
wilt endeavor to ascertain ; twelve of Ihc 
party worOvWOuniJad, but nut seriously. Soou 
af.cr t^'aigiirretider a patty of natives, lu ibe 
number of •■'about 30, 'were sden advancing 
over tba hills friom tho direction of the 
ICiag's pleoe. They carried a white fiag, 
alriU^balte'd^Fbcoaaipnally, as if undeeided in 
tbalr movemeols.'^. Mr. .^Iiid,wuid/,''iG'e inter- 
preler, wabt''bn'td''raBet"lliem,''ttijd fiiirfd 
that il was a parly of 400 men who, W'th 
William Thonip.son ol their head, were enm- 
ing 10 the rescue ; but seeing Ibe white fijg 
und onr Hag flying on' the parapet, couoliided 
)hai tho garrison had anrrefidcrod aud tliut 
peace bad been iiiiade..'iiTlre..ine3senger sent 
by I'liompaon to meet Mr. Edwards inquired 
the eondilioni whioh wo wera disposed to 
.eeopt, and was of course told that of un- 
eouditioiial surrender, anil laying down their 
aims, on which tonns I understand thot 
'Thompson was willing to come in himsolf, 
but some among tbo party would nol agree.

Since then partio.i have been dig- j 
ging in tbo tranches nud seven mure bodu-s 
wera cxhnmod to-day j besides these jevcr;\l | 
bodies have been recovered from the swamp, j 
among them soma women, which swell ihe j 
actual known casualties lo 41, which is lir 
below ibe aolual number. When the swamp 
dries up, or the bodies begin lu float, then a 
much better estimate can bo arrived at. But 
then the wounded are not included, and it is 
but natural to auppose that all that escaped 
did not do SO s'cathelcas. During the engage- 
ment the Pioneer lay alongside lha bunk.aud 
tho wounded were conveyed on board as fast 
aa thay could bo brought down from the scene 
of action. There they were attended by the 
medical ofRoers, and disposed in tho cabin 
below, every attention being paid to their 
comfort. The numbers being so very great 
that it wan found neoesaary to convey some 
on board the Avon, and the cabias of both 
vessels wer» filled. Tho church WSsSDl apart 
solely for those who had fallen, and on tho 
morning lollowing tbo bodies were disposed 
around, iba flooring being covered with li- 
tree. I visited the cburcli and viewed the bo- 
dies as they lay in the last attitude of violent 
death. Tho sight ol one's own cunntrymen ; 
lying cold and still", who only a lew hours bc» | 
fore bad been filled with life, ii but a sotry i 
sight, and I made a short stay of it.

unniulssted. The troops made simultaneous 
movements from Koberoa, .Mere .Mere, and 
the Queen's Kedoubt. A porlion was sup- 
posed to be intended for the occupation of 
Xgaruiwnhia. Oeneraj Cameron's ability iu 
the sucoesafol conduct' of the war is warmly 
eulogised. Colonel Austta, 14th Regiment, 
has died of wounds reoctved at Eaoagriri. 
Tbo other wounded offioers are exppoled to 
recover. The expedition to the Thames had 
construoted a line of strong redenbts, corn 
plotely cutting off the upper country from 
the forest ranges of Hanua and Waiiku.

THE DESBHTloy. 

About three weeks ORO, w^ were astonished to 
hoar that William IC. Ornishy, of Captain Mi^reii- 
brodt's Co!n\nn7, K, had tlcscrtcd to tho enemy, 
taking with him two of tho best and lleptest horsos 
in tho regiment, fully equipped, and severiil Colt's 
revolvers. Ucinf; thai well nrmcd and mounted, he 
hastened ta Aldie, where be had contracted an ia- 
ttma«y.!rjitb • xnang lady Qr..th<ucel)«l.cer>uasloii. 
Ormsoy was at the lime aD-4ulf as one of a patro I 
from Loweneiille to camp, made one round nnd 
returned to the lleicrrc; \i"\n<f in possefiion of the 
cuuuU'r8i|(n,he h:ul no diihciilty In getting through 
tlio lines. S'lon ultfr Ih ■ ii'iws roMlied Iho camp, 
a dct.icluneiit f about si.\ty men started it^. pursuit, 
but returned .ifter a fruiilesj search o( two days. 
AbDUt two d;iyB uftcr this, another acout left camp 
and proceeded to Aldie, and vfhilc resting in tho 
town, tho advance guard of t^vpiitjr men were 
ch.vged on by nine gucrilUa, wiui Ormsby at their 
head. 

They thought our Califoiiiiaiis -were Now 
Yorkars, and ccuhl easily be captured: but Ihey 
counted without their host. Cor thp .idv:uicG guard 
was composed of men from Captain J'ii^eiibrndL's 
conrpany — boys wlio hsvs never yet turned the!r 
backs to tho enemy. The charge was gdllaa'.ly 
met by our men, and the robcli were soon coin- 
pellfd t'.» beat a hasty retreat. Orinsby acted with 
Krca" bravury; ho was toremost in tho ohariio and 
the last to retreat, but, lindiu^ that ho could not 
eiuapc on bis horte. he left him and tried to got 
away on foot, but was soon surrounded and made 
a prisoner. 'Two of our mea.wero slightly wound- 
ei in the ■kirraleh. 

ThoscoutinK party roturilcd to camp late In the 
ulternoon with the prisoners, and the rumor Soon 
B[iread all over the caiup that Urinsby was to bp 
immediately ahot. That same oTeiiinf? a Dium 1 
Iload Court Martial was organized, and Ormsby ' 
brought buforo it, and pleaded ."Not Guilty" to 
ho charges and spccilicatioas; bat the evidence | 
was of such) a UBtur« that the Oonitnniihl not do I 
oiherwise than to return avnrdictof "Guilty;" but 
it wti not made known until mnriiinf;. Early on 
Sunday inorninB;, the prisoner was informed of hia 
fate, and ho h id but little time to prepare himself 
r<ir Ihe awful urdcal.tbcough which ho was ao soon 
to pass, lie 8p«at the morninc writlne and in 
rcligiiuu ctercises, being attended by the regi- 
nunlal chaplain.

.\t U p. m., tho doomed ni ui wae led from the 
Guard-house and joined in tho proceasion, in the 
fjlluwlng order: First eame the brigiule band, 
playini; a solemn dirge ; tiiea the sliooUng party, 
I'limposcd of twelve C^l fornlam, armed witli 
Sharp's carbinea ; after them followed the ofliii, 
borne by four men; and boliind it, wiilkini^ with 
firm and atcady stop, came Oimiby, attended by 
tho Chaplain. Uc was perfectly cumpoacd, and 
seemed determined to meet his fate like a bravo 
man as be was. 'fhe preeesiion marched from the 
office of the Provott-.UarahBl to the placo of cx- 
ccutiou, where the wholo brigade was drawn up 
in a hollow iquaio. On rcaclilng the fatal spot 
tho procestioii halted, and Orinsby asked per- 
missiou to address hit aoiiipaiiy, which was 
granted to him by Major Crowiiingshisld. March- 
ing up to where they were drawn up in a line, he 
spoke to his comrades briefly, asked Captain 
Eigenhrodt to forgive him, told his friends tu take 
warning by hira, and concluded by saying that he 
hoped our cause would Kucrted, (or It waa the 
right one, and hoped that tn» Stars and Stripes 
would, ere long, float in triumph over the wholo 
Union, aud then bade them goodbye. He was 
then marched back to iho spot where ho was lo 
bo ehot. Passing by Major Cronniiuhield. ho 
saluted him, and told him that he hoped hli regi- 
ment would be an honor to him. 

Afier kneeling iu prayer, he reso np calm and 
collected, the Provosl-.Sr!rge.iiit then stepped uj) 
and tied his wrisl.'* before liitr, Orinsby then pullrd 
open hid blouae und sliiit, baring liis breast, ho 
said iu a Una voice, pointing to his heart, "Boys, 
do your duty; elm rlghf here." A black handker- 
chief, was then tied over his eyes, to irhlch ho ob- 
jpcted. The Ser^ennt then "stepped Ijack, and 
I.ieut. Alvord, Provost-Marshal, ^are the com- 
mand " U;ady— aim — lire! " SimnUaiieously with 
the last command twelve catbints weredischarged, 
and Ormsby fell backward on thiscoHln — dead. 
'I'Inu sadly en led the career of a gallant soldier, 
a jovial companion, a brave but misguided man. 

While none of u« can jmiify llio conduct o( 
Ormsby in deserting to tite gocrrillas, still there 
arc mitigating circnmstaOL-cs in tliiscaso. Some 
time previous to tho deaerlion gf Urinsby, while 
out on a scout, he siiiglc-huuded captured two 
rebels, but one of them mana>;ed to escape, and 
Orinsby took Ihc other to the commai.d. Ou 
reaching camp ho was charged with having been 
bribed to allow the prisoner to escape, and on this 
charge, unfounded as we knoir it to be, he was 
put under arrest in the UHard-housc and was kept 
there a month without charfios being preferred 
against liim and without oflicially knowing the 
cause of his arrest. Naturally lensitivc, einartiiig 
under the SCBSC of hia wrongs, hp was galled by 
this bad jiad unjust treatment, and took tho first 
opgottnnity to leave the scene of his wrongs. 
Then again he was influenced by tbatauUtle power 
which that rebel (jirl poaiesstd over him, which 
he had not the moral courage to icsiit, though he 
could face death unappalled.
